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Farmers To Get Less 
For Soil Saving Id '48 



Reductions in allocations to farmers of this county for soil 
building practices during 1948 have been cut more than 50 per 
cent under that allowed in 1947. For carrying out prescribed 
practices last year Jefferson farmers are to receive approximately 
$6o,000. 

Slicing of the federal govern 
ment's appropriation for this 
program for 1948 will permit an 
allocation for Jefferson County 
of only $30,877 to assist farmers 
in building up the soil. 

Grave concern has been ex- 
pressed by farm leaders, who are 
saying that unless the farmers of 
this nation continue to practice 
soil conservation, within a short 
period of time our soil w;ll be un- 
able to produce sufficient food tc 
feed our people. In such event 
Americans would And themselves 
in a situation comparable to 
China, where millions are starv- 
ing each year. This, of course, 
would concern not only our farm- 
ers, but the entire population. 

The following soil conservation 
practices were carried out by 
Jefferson County farmers in 1947 
participating in the AAA pro- 
gram: 

16,984 tons of lime spread, 650 
tons of superphosphate and 26 
tons of 50% potash used on 
grasses and legumes, 150 tons of 
rock phosphate; seeding 1000 
pounds of crimson clover, 4000 
pounds of vetch, 800 pounds of 
rye grass, 2775 acres lespedeza, 
107300 pounds of a mixture of a 
grass and legume, 6200 acres 
grain cover crop not harvested 
for grain, 91 acres sweet clover; 
digging 80 stock water ponds, 
from which 106,700 cubic yards 
of dirt were moved; drainage 
ditches from which 20,800 cubic 
yards of dirt were moved; 4000 
feet of tile laid for drainage; har- 
vesting 20,800 pounds of red 
clover seed from 376 acres.

TOMATO BLIGHT 

It may seem far-fetched to 
cuss tomato blight weeks before 
tomato plants can be set in the 
garden, but preparations against 
blight might well be begun now. 
Whether jt will come this year 
nobody knows, but news has 
come from Florida that fields of 
tomatoes are being plowed up, 
destroyed by blight. 

As the season moves north, ex- 
periment station observers all 
along the line have been alerted 
to report the first signs of blight. 
When word comes that the dis- 
ease is progressing toward Ken- 
tucky, a general alarm will be 
sounded. Now, something about
